RED STAR-GAZERS 
SAY EARTH HAS 
TAIL LIKE COMET 


LONDON, March 4 (AP)-—Soviet 
astronomers reported today the 
earth has a gaseous tail 62,000 to 
78,000 miles long—like a comet. 
The tail stands out from the 


sun, said Vasili Fesenkov, a mem- 
ber’ of the Russian Academy of 
Sciences. He declared it was 
formed “as a result of the loss 
of gases in the higher layers of 
the earth’s atmosphere.” 

The official news agency Tass 
said Fesenkov reported his find- 
ings at a meeting of the acad- 
emy’s physico-mathematical sec- 
tion in Moscow. 

Fesenkov said the existence of 
this “bright patch of counter-ra- 
diance” on the dark side of the 
earth has long been known to 
astronomers. But until now, he 
asserted, it has been “the theory 
of bourgeois, and especially Amer- 
ican and Swedish, astronomers, 
that the counter-radiance observed 
is caused by an accumulation of 
meteorite particles.” .

DEFENDANT 1S 
COURTS MERCY 


Surprising Development 
Indicates Sander Is 
Working for Acquittal, 
Hung Jury or Short 
Sentence.

MANCHESTER, N. H., March 4 
—Hermann Nelson Sander, on trial 
on a charge of first-degree mur- 
der in an unprecedented “mercy 
killing” case involving a physi- 
cian and his patient, will himself 
plead for mercy, 

This is one of the most sur- 
prising developments in an amaz- 
ing trial now going into its third 
and final week. It is now clear 
that Dr. Sander will throw him- 
self on the mercy of the court in 
a desperate effort to obtain one 
of three results: 

1. Outright ‘acquittal. 

2. A deadlocked jury. 

3. A minimum’ sentence. 
First degree murder is punish- 
able in New Hampshire by life 
imprisonment or death by hang- 
ing. In the early days of the 
trial the prosecution disclosed it 
would not seek the death penalty. 
That left-a life term as the al- 
ternative, but few expect Dr. 
Sander to be dealt with so harsh- 
ly. © 

Judge te Instruct Jurors. 

Before the jury begins its de- 
liberations on Dr. Sander’s fate, 
Judge Harold Wescott will lay 
down the law that is applicable 
as he sees it. It will be up to 
the judge, in the course of his 
instructions to the jurors, to ad- 
vise them if they may convict on 
a lesser charge, say second degree 
murder or manslaughter. 

Judge Wescott, a former county 
prosecutor, is relatively new on 
the bench. He has no reputation 
as a “hanging judge.” He has con- 
ducted this trial with scrupulous 
fairness and in an atmosphere of 
dignity and decorum. To. him the 
defense looks hopefully—hoping 
that he will season the unsavory 
facts of law with the salt of 
mercy. (Judge Wescott repeatedly 
has said there is no such thing 
as “mercy killing” recognized 
under New .Hampshire law. In 
other words, it’s either killing or 
nothing.) , 

It is to the jury in the long 
run that Dr. Sander must turn 
for the mercy he seeks and needs 
if he is to win freedom and the 
privilege of practicing medicine 
again. It is a jury which, despite 
or because of religious convic- 
tions (nine of the 12 jurors are 
Catholics) may be disposed to 
act charitably toward one in hard

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- Determination, Immediate Action Are Mandatory

MONUMENTAL choice confronts St. 
Louis. It can make and keep a date 
with destiny in the second half of the 
century. That way lies a great 
metropolitan community of healthy, satisfied 
people, pleasant. homes, thriving industry and 
attractive landscape. In the other direction 
—if St. Louis remains content to jog along 
without aggressive action—there lurk decay, 
squalor, the threat of steady decline. Utti- 
mately, St. Louis would take a back seat 
+’ Ne Utopian dream is involved, if the choice 
is made for progress. Determination and 
positive action can turn the trick—just as they 
rid St. Louis of the smoke nuisance. Objec- 
tives can be realistic, and tools, fortunately, 
are at hand for a very large part of the job 
of building the new St. Louis. They are 
varied; some new, some old. They include: 

The recently created Bi-State Develop- 
ment Agency. 

Both the low-rent housing and the slum 
clearance provisions of the 1949 federal 
Housing Act. 

The Missouri Urban Redevelopment 
Corporation Act. Steps have been taken 
to proceed under this, with strong down- 
town leadership, whose pending action is 
a key to progress. 

The city’s minimum housing standards 
ordinance, going into foree this spring. 

Comprehensive official plans for St. 
Louis and St. Louis county. 

The city’s néwly obtained authority to 
establish self-sustaining parking facilities. 

Pavorable conditions for large-scale 
issuance of improvement bonds. 

Action is pending on such important tools 
as the congressional bills for constructién 
of the downtown riverfront memorial; a 
modernized zoning code for the city, and 
new charters for the city and county. 


BUT MONEY AND BLUEPRINTS ARE 
not all that is peeded to build the new 
St. Louis. Aroused and vigorous civic con- 
sciousness is an obvious, basic requirement. 
The purpose of this first in a series of articles 
is to outline what must go into the new 
St. Louis, in the light of reality. 

Among topics to be considered in gsubse- 
quent articles will be work. of the new bi-state 
agency; traffic, parking and transportation; 
health and hospitals; housing; public educa- 
tion; industry; problems of the Negro here; 
the downtown business district and decen- 
tralization; airports and air service; parks 
and recreation; and a summarizing appraisal 
of the community and its needs. 

Every segment of the people has a stake 
in St. Louis’s choice between progress and 
decay. Progress means more and better 
jobs, better assurance of income in every 
bracket, more sales, preservation of prop- 
erty values, protection of the tax base that 
supports the expanding activities of local 
governme better homes, more parks, 
tolerance, cultural and educational oppor- 
tunities—a complex of the things that mark 
a city of character and savor. 

St. Louis, as used here, does not mean 
just the central city, tightly packed within a 
political boundary dating from the horsecar 
days of 1876. It means the metropolitan dis- 
trict, sprawled on both sides of the Missis- 
sippi, in two states and six counties—a con- 
glomeration ‘of mansions, hovels, cottages and 
apartments; of factories, stores, offices; of 
busy streets, wooded hills and rushing rivers; 
here of breath-taking beauty, there of appal- 
ling squalor, and all too much of the in- 
between quality of drabness. 


ST. LOUIS MEANS, MOST IMPOR- 
tantly, nearly one and three-quarters mil- 
lions of people, whose roots go to every 
quarter of the globe, drawn together for the 
common purposes of a better everyday life. 

The history of civic progress in St. Louis 
is one of.sharp contrasts. Usually success 
has come to bold, broad, imaginative pro- 
posals, while smaller. undertakings have 
dawdled. But the general tendency has been 
to refer to committee, ponder, raise objec- 
tions that might be overcome by aggressive 
means, try to out-wait the other fellow—then 
to forget, or come in with too little, too late. 

The moral is obvious—in the phrase of a 
wise old architect: “Make no little plans; 
they have no magic to stir men’s blood.” 

Many of the things which can help St. 
Louis are capable of accomplishment in the 
immediate future, within a few years. 

Bond issues are an outstanding source of 
capital for local improvements. They are of 
two kinds: revenue bonds, supported solely 
income of the facilities which they 
and general obligation bonds, sup- 

property taxes throughout the ter- 
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opportunity for further bond issues without 
added tax burden will develop. 

The city’s Board of Education is in position 
to carry a large bond issue for new facilities 
at a relatively low debt tax rate. St. Louis 
county currently could carry about $40,000,000 
in additional bonds, the only limitation being 
the tax rate deemed feasible to put into 
effect. General obligation bonds must be 
approved by a two-thirds vote of the people. 

Revenue bonds are a relatively untapped 
source here. The city issued $12,000,000 in 
water revenue bonds in 1923 and voted 
$7,500,000 more in 1944 but has not yet 
issued the latter. It issued $800,000 in rev- 
enue bonds for a MacArthur Bridge rail ap- 
proach in 1935. The new power to establish 
municipally owned automobile parking facili- 
ties carries provision for revenue bonds.) The 
Bi-State Development Agency could issue 
revenue bonds for such facilities as truck and 


barge terminals, airports, bridges, tunnels... 


Since 1875, the year before separation. of 
city and county, St. Louis city voters have 
approved issuance of $197,742,000 in bonds 
in 19 different issues. A mere listing of

principal public improvements. gained by St. 
Louis from bond issues in the last quarter- 
century is an impressive recital: 

Memorial Plaza and soldiers’ memorial; 
Aloe Plaza; hospitals and other institutions; 
many miles of new boulevards and widened 
streets; airport enlargement, ‘improvement 
and sites; Kiel Auditorium; Civil Courts 
Building; River des Peres Drainage Works 
and the adjacent parkway; Howard Bend 
waterworks and other water facilities; electric 
street lighting; new and improved parks and 
recreational places; the armory; grade cross- 
ing eliminations; miles of new and improved 
sewers; Fire Department buildings and equip- 
ment; police stations; Municipal Service 
Building; public markets; riverfront memo- 
rial site. Bonds also paid for MacArthur 
Bridge and its approaches. 


ST. LOUIS COUNTY HAS ISSUED 
$16,675,000 in bonds since its separation from 
the city, but has suffered repeated defeats on 


. bond proposals, sometimes attributable to the 


past political situation. Bonds it has issued 
have brought it scores of miles of good roads 
(some of which are now becoming . aut- 
dated); the County Hospital, and the newly- 
occupied courthouse. County voter's will pass 
on $500,000 in bonds for further improve- 


ments at the courthouse March 28. 


Metropolitan St. Louis, .in the forthcoming 
census, will occupy about 2500 square niiles, 
consisting of the central city, St. Louis and 
St. Charles counties on the Missouri side, and 
St. Clair and Madison counties on the Illinois 
side. When the twentieth century started, 
that territory had 801,000 population, almost 
three-fourths in the city itself.. The same 
area had 1,665,000 inhabitants last year, it 
was semi-officially estimated, with little more 
than half in the city. Jefferson county (Mis- 
souri) and Monroe county (Illinois) are in- 
cluded in the official Bi-State development 
area. 

The phenomenal growth has been in St. 
Louis county, from 50,000 in 1900 to an 
estimated 370,000 last yéar. . With . that 
growth there came tremendous physical and 
governmental problems. Tw of the 
county’s people are in the incorporated sub- 
urbs covering less than one-fifth of its area, 
but there are many difficulties arising from 
the growing occupancy of the outlying unin- 
corporated section. y, 

St. Louis proper is tightly occupied, with 
very little attractive vacant land left, although 
population has steadily dwindled in the fast- 
spreading slums and blighted districts. The 
bulk of the Negro population is within the 
city, packed in antiquated and dilapidated 
dwellings in a constricted sector, yet Negroes 
are about one-seventh of the city’s people. 

The Illinois portion of the metropolitan 
district has still other complications of ac- 
commodations for its people and its industry. 


More than a third of the city of St. Louis 


\ is blotted by areas of blight and of progres-: 


sively worsening slums. St. Louis county 
suburbs are dotted with similar areas; the 
suburbs no longer are isolated from the un- 
pleasant parts of the community. Fine homes 
and the county’s miles of pleasant white- 
collar dwellings in numerous instances are 
within hailing. distance, if not actual sight, 
of obsolete dwellings, overcrowded subdivi- 
sions or downright misery. 


NOR DO DISEASE GERMS OR RATS 
recognize the jurisdiction of the scores of 
political boundaries.. And- sewage flows in 
foul, open streams today in densely populated 
areas on the very fringes of the city. 

Fair open country in the outlying parts of 

the metropolitan district is beginning to be 
despoiled by random development of badly 
planned subdivisions, shacks, shanty stores, 
eating places and beer joints. \ The Illinois 
side, relatively less congested than the Mis- 
souri, has its share of the problems. 
, In this typical far-flung American com- 
munity, the automobile is the life Blood, the 
highway system the arteries. St. Louis is 
suffering from hardening of many of its 
arteries. They need to be expanded to freer 
flow of the corpuscles, which are the trucks, 
busses and private cars. 

All this is not to contend that St. Louis, 
the central city and its environs, is generally 
bad. .On the contrary, there are countless 
good things—pleasant living areas, modern 
factories, attractive stores, puhlic improve- 
ments, a friendly people, a good symphony 
orchestra, active churches, Shaw's Garden, 
a well-planned art museum, notable medicine, 
an outstanding zoo, the ‘leading outdoor 
theater, fortunate geographical and eco- 


‘nomic location, two large universities, a 
tlimate not nearly as bad as many of we 


natives like to paint it. St. Louis has some 
advantages over many other large cities of 
the nation. But it is not building on these 
advantages and creating more. 

Some facets of the St. Louis of the not-too- 
distant future can be depicted in words: It 
would have a distinctive neighborhood pat- 
tern. No unpleasant intrusions on residential 
areas. Industry spread over appropriate de- 
tached areas. .A place for localized com- 
munity spirit, neighborly back yards. 


INTERLACED, A NET OF ADEQUATE 
streets and roads to permit swift, easy, safe 
movement throughout a 50-mile circle. Con- 
venient parking facilities to fit the needs of 
every neighborhood; no more use of public 
traffic arteries for car storage. 

Rapid transit, depending strongly on busses 
with real express schedules, free to move on 
detached highways. 

Parks and playgrounds, big and little, dot- 
ted everywhere—spots of greenery, fresh 
air, beauty and recreation. Statuary and 
fountains in good taste to honor leaders and 
events . .. (a field for group or individual 
contribution). Winding parkways along the 
stream valleys and the ridges. 

Within this pattern there would be no 
more slums, at least a minimum of blight. 
Instead, incentive for owners and users of 
homes and stores to keep them in good repair 
and appearance. Apartments and flats with 
plenty of light and air and green surround- 
ings. Single dwellings on decent-sized lots, 
laid out to fit modern ‘styles and shapes, no 
longer in archaic gridirons. 

Schools that meet the people’s needs. No 
more firetraps and eyesores hor “functional” 
school houses that look like shirt factories. 
A city college, tax-supported, to bring higher 
education to those who cannot afford private 
universities. Public nursery schools for pre- 
kindergarten tots. No more little red school- 
houses in the outskirts.

Sequel to a Human Story 

As the movie,~““Call Northside 777,” made 
plain, that story of a newspaper’s campaign to 
obtain freedom for a man convicted of murder 
on dubious if not inspired testimony had a basis 
in fact. The case was that of Joe Majczek, ac- 
cused of killing a Chicago policeman in Vera 
Walush’s South Side; speakeasy in 1932, The 
newspaper was the Chicago.Times and its re- 
porter, portrayed in the movie by Jimmy Stew- 
art, was James McGuire. A former detective, 
McGuire wrote some 35 stories in the Times’ 
campaign to win justice for Majczek, who was 
finally released on full pardon in August, 1945. 

Many who saw the movie wondered about the 
freed man’s associate, who was convicted with 
him on the murder charge. This friend, in real 
life Teddy Marcinkiewiez, stayed in the peniten- 
tiary in the movie as well as after his pal’s re- 
lease. If Majczek was unfairly convicted, how 
could Marcinkiewicz be held on little if any bet- 
ter evidence? Why not a pardon for him, too? 

Reporter McGuire continued to work on the 
case. He finally found evidence which also 
cleared Marcinkiewicz. The Times--since 1947 
the Sun-Times—has now been able to tell its 
readers of the release of Majczek’s friend after 
16 years behind bars. It is a credit to the editors 
who did not give up, and particularly to Re- 
porter McGuire. Somehow word of what finally 
happened to the pal ought to get to those who 
saw “Call Northside 777.” How about a one- 
reel sequel? 


Hardly the Ship for Ellen Knauff 

The Department of Justice is pretty upset 
over the delay in the return of Mrs. Ellen 
Knauff to Germany as an alleged “security 
risk.” It should be grateful on one score, how- 
ever. If Mrs. Knauff had been sent back “on 
schedule,” she would have sailed on the Gen. 
Maurice Rose, an Army transport. 

Mrs. Knauff is a survivor of a family most of 
whose members were killed as undesirable 
people in Hitler’s concentration camps. The 
Gen. Maurice Rose was named for the son of a 
Jewish rabbi, brilliant commander of the Third 
Armored Division, spearhead of the First Army’s 
drive from the Rhine.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


The following letter is a reply to an 
editorial, “The Idea's the Thing,” con- 
cerning recent writers about writing. 
Prominent among these is Dr. Rudolf 
Flesch, author of “The Art of Plain Talk” 
(1946) and “The Art of Readable Writ- 
ing” (1949). Dr. Flesch now teaches at 
New York University and has been a 
consultant on writing for the Associated 
Press. 


I wish you literary boys who use up 
editorial space to sneer suavely at Rudolf 
Flesch would try a little harder to under- 
stand what he is trying to tell you. It 
looks—to hear your cries of pain—as if 
you have turned down his case without 
really considering it. 

Perhaps you want no part of it for a very 
simple reason—you don’t want to learn 
your trade all over again. You evidently 
don’t understand that that is not what he 
is asking you to do. This, roughly, is what 
he is trying to tell you: | 

You people who write for the Ameri- 
can pu lic often don't realize that all 
people ee meaning from print so 
well as you k they can. The school 
people have objective reading tests 
which measure the ability of people to 
get meaning from print. The of 
measurement the tests use are school 
grade levels—school years and months. 

Ten per cent of adults cannot get 
meaning from print as well as fourth 
graders; 14 per cent as well as fifth 
graders; 20 per cent as well as sixth 
graders; 25 per cent as well as seventh 
and eighth graders; 60 per cent as well 
as ninth or tenth graders; 86 per cent as 
well as eleventh to fourteenth graders; 
95 per cent as well as college level 
people. 

We have long tried to find ways to meas- 
ure the mechanical reading difficulty of 
printed matter. We can’t get at it very 
well, We know that one factor making for 
difficulty is words. We know that more 
people understand and use certain words 
than other words. We have a fairly re- 
ram difficulty count on 30,000 English 
words.

Problems Ahead in Increasing 
Proportion of the Old to Young

S census takers begin their rounds April 1, their painstaking 
notes will answer many questions about Americans besides the 
simple, “How many?” They will tell us not only what kind of 


a nation we are, but what kind of a nation we may. become in the 
next half-century. The American people are growing older, living 
longer, and, despite the present baby boom, having fewer children 


than they once did. 

These facts will affect our 
economy—our whole structure of 
business and government. 

In 1820, 60 per cent of our 
people were under 20 years’ of 
age. * Today the figure ig in the 
neighborhood of 35 per cent. Two 
things have happened to us in the 
intervening years: not only has 
our birth rate declined in every 
decade but two, but the steady 
progress of medicine has added 
years to our lives. 

While oldsters numbered only 
two per cent of our population in 
1820, and four per cent in 1900, 
the proportion is- today nearly 
eight per cent. By 1975, if mor-

rates high, some 20,000,000 per- 
sons, more than 11 per cent of 
our population, will be over 65.

six decades have kept going, 

“with vigor unabated, course 

undeflected, and star un- 

dimmed.” — 

G.B.S., of course, has never 
‘worked in a mysterious way 
his wonders to perform. He 
enjoys his reputation as “the 
Laughing Ibsen,” does not 
mind at all being called a 
combination; of Mephistopheles 
and Pan, and retorts urbanely 
to' such tags as Winston 
Churchill’s “Chatterbox of So- 
cialism.”

PRISONER TOLD TO QUIT CURSING 
GUARDS OR GO TO SOLITARY 


William M. Robinson, who has 
been held in City Jail for more 
than two years under an indict- 
ment charging him with murder, 
has been warned by Warden E. E. 
Hensley that if he again curses 
the warden or guards as he did 
last week he will Be placed in 
solitary confinement. 

Hensley said Robinson “cursed 
him after the warden refused to 
accept a sealed letter Robinson 
had written to a woman and 
wished to have mailed. Hensley 
explained jail rules require that 
all incoming and outgoing mail be 
read by the warden, but said Rob- 
inson insisted the letter be mailed 
without being read and cursed the 
warden when he refused to do so. 

The warning to Robinson was 
given by Hensley in the presence 
of reporters and the. prisoner’s 
lawyer, Cecil Block. Block in- 
structed Robinson to conform to 
jail rules and refrain from eurs- 
ing guards or other employes. 
Robinson is to be tried this month 
on a charge of killing Ewell G. 
Porter in 1945. Robinson was a 
patient at the State Hospital at 
Fulton for two years, and has 
been in jail since he was adjudged 
sane and released in June 1948.

They tell how he limited his 
wife and their seven children to 
a strict allowance of $20 a week 
for household expenses; how he 
continued ‘to live in a snug house 
in Clawson after the wife had 
gathered her brood together and 
fled to a roofed-over .cellar, plas- 
terless and. carpetiess, outside. the 
town. 

For the mother and children, 
the people of Clawson have high 
regard. They tell bow Mrs. James 
struggled to send her children to 
school. Two were valedictorians 
of their high school classes. All 
the children, with the exception 
of young Hugh, who is only 18, 
have obtained college educations. 

The eldest, Carson, now 27, was 
always the most brilliant. He 
woh an engineering degree and 
became a researcher in guided 
missiles at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology and Johns 
Hopkins University. .

I have read 
books on psychology and I know 
that my husband had an immature 
mind. He was like a stubborn 
child, who never wanted anything 
done except what he wanted to do 
—never had any happiness him- 
self and could not bear it even in 
his own family. 

“Many times he promised to 
be good, but would be no differ- 


“One time our daughter Muriel 
talked back to him. He struck 
her, knocking her unconscious 
and leaving her hearing perma- 
nently impaired. 

“Once we bought a little strip 
of land outside of town a few 
miles. The boys and a neighbor 
put up a little shack out there. It 
was where we went in summer. I 
had flowers and a little garden 
and the children played all day 
and could forget him. He did not 
come near wus. 


“But when he saw our happi- 
ness he raged and tore the shack 
down. He would not let us go 
there again.” cata 

Always it was “he” of whom 
she spoke; never “my husband.” 
Tears shone behind her silver- 
rimmed glasses as.she said: | 

“How could he expect anything 
but hate? Why wouldn’t he let 
us be free of him? But he was 
bitter when I spoke of divorce.

The ground was frozen 
except inside the shed, so I dug 
the grave there. It kept filling 
with water. It was a miserable 
job and I worked at it until al- 
most daylight. 

“I went into the house and 
went to bed. I hadn’t slept much 
for three days. 

“After I got up that day, I told 
my mother that he was dead— 
that he had tried to kill me and 
that I felt in my mind that I 
hadn’t done any wrong.” 

Carson said his mother had 
tried to persuade him to call the 
Clawson police, but she denies 
this.

Jane and Jack travel with two 
oversize trunks, two large suit- 
cases, a medium sized one, two 
skating bags, a make-up case, and 
“a couple of coats over each arm.” 
Part of this impedimenta is due 
to the fact that Jane must meet 
the public and has a large ward- 
robe of pretty clothes. 

“But part of it is because Jack’s 
building a beat and it takes up 
one suitcase,” Jane explains. 

This luggage doesn’t include 
their costumes, and after a visit 
backstage it’s easy to see why. 
Costumes are sO numerous and 
complicated that they’re packed 
in huge aluminum airplane lug- 
gage type cases, which look like 
airplane luggage made for giants.

of Dumbo the Elephant’s head, 
which has as much built-in equip- 
ment as a small airplane, includ- 
ing levers, wires, strings, and but- 
tons which make Dumbo flutter 
his eyelashes and squirt water 
through his trunk. 

A little farther on is an arrange- 
ment resembling a formal gar- 
den. It is the huge bell-shaped 
skirts for the Garden of Roses. 
Made of wiring and burlap, with 
batteries built in underneath for 
lighting effects, the skirt frame- 
work is on rollers so the girls 
can move around with them on.

During the show 
nightly, the two production co- 
ordinators, Robert Dench and 
Rosemarie Stewart, sit on oppo- 
site sides of the arena with note- 
books and check-the performance 
for slips, missed cues, missed 
lines, and other mistakes.

eome to Africa to climb mountains. I’m Cana- 
dian by birth, and my liking for high places 
goes back to childhood glimpses of the Cana- 
dian Rockies. I’ve been climbing for years, and 
when I got to Africa I started right out to 
climb all eight of the almost unexplored 
Mfumbiro mountains of the Belgian Congo. 


1 Make My First Mistake 


Except for Everest and a few other Himalayan * 


giants, some of them are perhaps the least 
known mountains in the world. Karissimbi 
(elev. 14,683 ft.) and Mikeno (elev. 14,385), re- 
spectively the highest and the most difficult 
to climb, are the home of the last remaining 
mountain gorillas. cies 

In a’single mofith, in company with very 
primitive black guides and porters, I climbed 


eight giant African peaks. After that, I knew: © 


I was ready for Everest. 

I decided at the start that the failure of the 
five earlier expeditions to Everest — from 1922 
to 1939 — had been caused by over-supply— 
simply too much equipment, requiring too 
many men. I decided that I’d climb fast and 
light; and because I had only $1,000, I knew I 
couldn’t buy much gear or hire many helpers. 

I bought a particuiarly fine tent of balloon 
silk for use on the lower levels of the mountain, 
and another slightly smaller for solitary use 
at the highest altitudes. This tent was my first 
mistake. 

I had an American-made Coleman instant- 
lighting stove. For shoes I bought a pair of 
sub-standard boots which proved, however, to 
be adequate. For use on the later stages, I 
created a novelty; light, rope-soled shoes to 
save energy and give a foothold where the 
slightest movement becomes almost intoler- 
able effort. Ice axe and crampons (steel cleats 
to attach to the boots) I had specially made. 

- I planned the simplest food for the climb: 


cheese and rusks, plus a good supply of choco- | 


late dnd some dried meat. 

At Darjeeling, where my “expedition” start- 
ed, I picked up a Sherpa tribesman who had 
been to the highest camp ever established on 
Everest with a pre-war expedition. With him 
came a dour, stocky companion who served as 
_ cook. The three of us comprised the “Denman 

Expedition.” 

Another Mistake 


The journey on foot from the Indian border 
- to the base of Everest was utterly exhausting 
and in some ways nerve-wracking. This was 
another error. If I can, I’m going to try to 
avoid it the next time, because I believe such 
a journey is too wearing early in the trip. 
From Rongbuk monastery, at the mountain’s 
foot, inhabited by yellow-robed, . chanting 
Buddhist monks, the three of us set out for 
Everest itself. We saw it clearly on the first 
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ROOF OF THE WORLD: Mt. Everest looms above 
other Himalayan peaks on Nepal-Tibet border. No

day's trek from the monastery. During the af- 
ternoon I felt smugly self-confident because I 
had looked on Everest at close quarters and 
found it to be far less awesome than I had 
anticipated. - 

But that night I came face to face with a 
bitter reality: my sleeping bag, mediocre at 
best, was almost no defense against the cease- 
less, frigid winds of the upper levels. All night 
I tossed and turned, sleepless. When. daylight 
came we went on to the next camp, and again 


that night my sleeping bag made me think I 


was trying to nap in a refrigerator. 

Going up next day, we crossed frozen 
streams, threaded through towering ice pin- 
nacles and made camp on a rough gravel 
bench. Everest now appeared to be flattened 
out considerably. My guide told me he had ' 
‘never seen the mountain so free of snow.

O., was six months old, his par- 
ents were worried about his lack of 
muscular coordination.

The entry 
on his hospital chart classified Rus- 
sell Miller as one of the estimated 
200,000 American youngsters who 
have cerebral palsy.

On her present schedule, Betty gives 
about one show every eight days.

Accordingly, al- 
most all her exhibitions are at very low 
altitudes. In places like Cleveland, Betty 
does most of her flying below the top tier 
of the ten-story grandstand. 

Unlike many women fliers, Betty Goes not 
live in slacks. She wears them only for con- 
venience during actual aerobatics. Other- 
wise, she flies in street clothes. Her travel 
wardrobe usually includes an evening gown 
and a variety of mad hats. 

The final feminine touch is the mirror 
fastened to the back of her mapboard. 

“Aerobatics,” she points out, “are murder 
on one’s hair-do.” ; 

One way to annoy Betty is to call her 
presentations “stunt flying.” 

“It’s precision fiying,” she protests, “every 
good pilot does aerobatics. That’s part of 
military flight training. I do mine where 
everybody can see it.” 


Trouble at High Speed 


Betty’s major ambition is to establish a 
new women’s international speed record. 
The current one is 412 m.p.h., set by Jacque- 
lin Cochran.
